On their return, they found Me Kinlie >, 
contrary to their directions, got himſelf in liquar, 
with a number of the towns-people: about him, 
with ſome of whom he had changed dollars to che 
amount of 300l. for gold. | 
The next day, they bought three caſe of niſiole, 
hired each a horſe, with two guides, *and:rode. off 
for Dublin; where, not long after, they werey by 
divine Providence, ſecured in Newgate. 
Saturday, March the iſt. near three months. 
after their committal, they were brought to trial, 
and received ſentenre of death, which was  ac- 
cordingly executed the Monday nem ner

He was viſited at his own defire, on Sunday 


evening, by one who had been with him before, 


who ſpent two hours with him in a ſeparate room.

The 
Morning he ſuffered, he was again viſited by a 
friend, who found him employed in exhorting
